New England Patriots owner 
Robert Kraft faced the cam- 
era during a video call, point- 
ing to a small, sky-blue lapel 
pin on his blazer. The pin is the 
symbol of a $25 million “Stand 
Up to Jewish Hate” campaign 
launched Monday by the 
81-year-old billionaire through 
his Foundation to Combat 
Antisemitism, aiming to raise 
awareness nationwide about 
soaring incidents of antisemi- 
tism online and in person. The 
campaign will feature emo- 
tive ads to be introduced by 
stars of top television shows 
such as NBC’s “The Voice,” 
and 
the 
“Kelly 
Clarkson 
Show,” and Bravo’s “Watch 
What Happens Live with Andy 
Cohen.” 
“This little blue square repre- 
sents the Jewish population in 
the United States – 2.4%,” said 
Kraft, who was raised in Brook- 
line, Massachusetts, in an ob- 
servant Orthodox Jewish fam- 
ily. “But we’re the victims of 
55% of the hate crimes in this 
country.”

The ads are intended to 
tug at the heartstrings of 
non-Jewish Americans, said 
Matthew Berger, the foun- 
dation’s executive direc- 
tor. One of the ads, set to 
premiere Monday, shows a 
non-Jewish neighbor paint- 
ing over a garage door 
vandalized with the Nazi 
swastika and the words “No 
Jews,” concluding with the 
message: “Hate only wins if 
you let it.” 
Another ad focuses on on- 
line hate: A Jewish teen is 
shown crestfallen as he is 
trolled after posting a vid- 
eo of his bar mitzvah. Soon 
after, he sees a Harlem 
choir tag him with their ver- 
sion of his worship song. He 
sings along with the choir 
as these words pop up on 
screen: “Voices of sup- 
port are louder than words 
of hate.” Berger said the 
foundation 
worked 
with 
its creative team to find 
scenarios “that would be 
specifically impactful and 
showcase what antisemi- 
tism looks like.” He said the 
ads will be featured during 
the NFL draft and the NBA 
and NHL playoffs, as well as 
on social media, promoted 
by prominent influencers. 
The campaign’s launch fol- 
lows last week’s release of 
a report by the Anti-Defa- 
mation League asserting 
that antisemitic incidents 
in the U.S. rose 36% in 2022. 
The report tracked 3,697 in- 
cidents of harassment, van- 
dalism and assault aimed 


at Jewish people and com- 
munities last year. It’s the 
third time in five years that 
the annual total has been 
the highest ever recorded 
since the group began col- 
lecting data in 1979. 
The Center for the Study of 
Hate and Extremism, based 
at California State Univer- 
sity, San Bernardino, re- 
ported last week that Jews 
were the most targeted 
of all U.S. religious groups 
in 2022 in 21 major cities, 
accounting for 78% of re- 
ligious 
hate 
crimes.Brian 
Levin, the center’s director, 
said he is concerned about 
brazen, public expressions 
of antisemitism, and the 
proliferation of antisemitic 
tropes and conspiracy the- 


ories online. A campaign 
against antisemitism which 
solicits the support of non- 
Jewish people can help 
create awareness, he said. 
“It is so important to show 
that 
antisemitism 
is 
un- 
American,” Levin said. “If 
we can show non-Jews as 
allies, that could be pow- 
erful.” In October, Kraft’s 
foundation aired a 30-sec- 
ond ad during a Patriots- 
Jets game urging the pub- 
lic to speak out against 
antisemitism. That ad came 
after antisemitic comments 
made by the music mogul 
formerly known as Kanye 
West and basketball star 
Kyrie Irving’s apparent sup- 
port for an antisemitic film. 
“The rise of antisemitism, to 


me, is the real breakdown 
of what this society stands 
on,” Kraft said. “In my life- 
time, I have never seen the 
way things are right now 
with this hatred against 
Jews.” 
The mass shooting at the 
Tree of Life synagogue in 
Pittsburgh on Oct. 27, 2018, 
in which 11 people were 
killed in the nation’s deadli- 
est antisemitic attack, was 
a catalytic moment in his 
life, said Kraft. Two months 
after the shooting, he at- 
tended a Shabbat service 
at the synagogue, the day 
before his team was to play 
the Steelers. 
Kraft established the foun- 
dation a year later, after 
he received the $1 million 


Genesis Prize, awarded to 
Jews who have achieved 
significant professional suc- 
cess and are committed to 
Jewish values. The annual 
award is given by the Gen- 
esis Foundation in partner- 
ship with the Israeli Prime 
Minister’s Office and the 
Jewish Agency for Israel. 
Over the past decade, 
Kraft 
has 
encountered 
much turbulence in his per- 
sonal and professional life. 
In 2015, he and his team got 
caught up in the so-called 
“Deflategate” scandal. The 
NFL issued a 243-page re- 
port after an investigation 
found that Patriots employ- 
ees violated the league’s 
rules covering game balls 
and that the team’s star 
quarterback, Tom Brady, 
was “at least generally 
aware” of plans to deflate 
the footballs to his liking. 
Kraft accepted the team 
penalty of a $1 million fine 
and loss of two draft picks. 
In 2020, Florida prosecutors 
dropped a misdemeanor 
charge against Kraft after 
courts blocked their use 
of video that allegedly 
showed him paying for 
massage parlor sex. He is- 
sued a statement saying he 
“hurt and disappointed” his 
family, friends, co-workers, 
fans and others who hold 
him “to a higher standard.” 
“I expect to be judged 
not by my words, but by 
my actions. And through 
those actions, I hope to re- 
gain your confidence and 
respect,” Kraft said at the 
time.q

UN Security Council won’t probe Nord Stream blasts

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — The 
U.N. Security Council on 
Monday declined a Rus- 
sian request to investigate 
the blasts on the pipelines 
that move natural gas from 
Russia to Europe under the 
Baltic Sea. 
Russia, China and Brazil 
voted in favor of the Rus- 
sian request, but other Se- 
curity 
Council 
members 
abstained or said another 
investigation was unneces- 
sary. For a resolution to be 
adopted by the U.N. Se- 


curity Council, it needs a 
minimum of nine "yes" votes 
in the 15-member coun- 
cil, and no veto by one of 
the permanent members 
— the United States, Russia, 
China, Britain and France. 
The U.S. deputy ambas- 
sador, Robert Wood, said 
there was no need for a 
U.N. probe when investiga- 
tions by Sweden, Denmark 
and Germany "are pro- 
ceeding in a comprehen- 
sive, transparent and im- 
partial manner." 
The pipelines, known as 
Nord Stream 1 and Nord 


Stream 2, are majority- 
owned by Russia's state-run 
energy giant Gazprom. 
Nord Stream 1 carried Rus- 
sian gas to Germany until 
Moscow cut off supplies 
at the end of August 2022. 
Nord Stream 2 never en- 
tered service as Germany 
suspended its certification 
process shortly before Rus- 
sia invaded Ukraine on Feb. 
24, 2022. The explosions on 
both occurred on Sept. 26. 
The investigations by Euro- 
pean nations have yet to 
yield conclusive results, at 
least none made public.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. government will restrict 
its use of commercial spy- 
ware tools that have been 
used to surveil human rights 
activists, journalists and dis- 
sidents around the world, 
under an executive order 
issued Monday by Presi- 
dent Joe Biden. 
The 
order 
responds 
to 
growing U.S. and global 
concerns about programs 
that can capture text mes- 
sages and other cellphone 
data. 
Some programs so-called 
“zero-click” exploits can 
infect a phone without the 
user clicking on a malicious 
link. 
Governments around the 
world including the U.S. 
are known to collect large 
amounts of data for intel- 
ligence and law enforce- 
ment purposes, including 
communications from their 
own citizens. 
The proliferation of com- 
mercial spyware has made 
powerful tools newly avail- 
able to smaller countries, 
but 
also 
created 
what 
researchers and human- 
rights activists warn are op- 
portunities for abuse and 
repression. 
The White House released 
the executive order in ad- 
vance of its second summit 


for democracy this week. 
The order “demonstrates 
the United States’ leader- 
ship in, and commitment 
to, advancing technology 
for democracy, including 
by countering the misuse of 
commercial spyware and 
other surveillance technol- 
ogy,” the White House said 
in a statement. 
Biden’s order, billed as a 
prohibition on using com- 
mercial spyware “that pos- 
es risks to national security,” 
allows for some exceptions. 


The order will require the 
head of any U.S. agency us- 
ing commercial programs 
to certify that the program 
doesn’t pose a significant 
counterintelligence or oth- 
er security risk, a senior ad- 
ministration official said. 
Among the factors that will 
be used to determine the 
level of security risk is if a 
foreign actor has used the 
program to monitor U.S. 
citizens without legal au- 
thorization or surveil human 
rights activists and other 


dissidents. 
“It is intended to be a high 
bar but also includes reme- 
dial steps that can be taken 
... in which a company may 
argue that their tool has not 
been misused,” said the of- 
ficial, who briefed reporters 
on condition of anonymity 
under White House ground 
rules. 
The White House will not 
publish a list of banned pro- 
grams as part of the execu- 
tive order, the official said. 
John Scott-Railton, a re- 


searcher at the University of 
Toronto’s Citizen Lab who 
has long studied spyware, 
credited the Biden admin- 
istration for trying to set new 
global standards for the in- 
dustry. 
“Most spyware companies 
see selling to the U.S. as 
their eventual exit path,” 
Scott-Railton said. 
“The issue is the U.S. until 
now hasn’t really wielded 
its purchasing power to 
push the industry to do bet- 
ter.” 
Congress last year required 
U.S. intelligence agencies 
to investigate foreign use 
of spyware and gave the 
Office of the Director of 
National Intelligence the 
power to ban any agency 
from using commercial pro- 
grams. 
Rep. Jim Himes of Con- 
necticut, the top Democrat 
on the House Intelligence 
Committee, said in a com- 
mittee hearing last year 
that commercial spyware 
posed a “very serious threat 
to our democracy and to 
democracies around the 
world.” He said Monday 
the new order should be 
followed by other democ- 
racies taking steps against 
spyware. 
“It’s a very powerful state- 
ment and a good tool, but 
alone it won’t do the trick,” 
he said.q

U.S. to adopt new restrictions on using commercial spyware 


STAMFORD, Conn. (AP) — 
More relatives of people 
shot to death at a Colo- 
rado supermarket in 2021 
are suing gun-maker Sturm, 
Ruger & Co. over how it 
marketed the firearm used 
in the massacre, adding to 
litigation first filed earlier this 
month against the com- 
pany. 
The lawsuit by relatives of 
five of the 10 people killed 
in Boulder was served on 
the 
company 
Thursday 
and is expected to be filed 
this week in Superior Court 
in Stamford, Connecticut, 
according to Andrew Gar- 
za, a lawyer for the plain- 
tiffs. The son of a sixth vic- 
tim sued the company on 
March 14. 


Both lawsuits accuse Sturm, 
Ruger & Co. of marketing 
its AR-556 pistol, which re- 


sembles a rifle, in a “reck- 
less” and “immoral” way 
that promoted its killing 


capability 
and 
glorified 
lone gunmen. The lawsuits, 
which 
seek 
undisclosed 
damages, are expected to 
be consolidated into one 
case, Garza said. 
“We’re interested in pursu- 
ing justice for all the fami- 
lies and holding Ruger ac- 
countable,” 
Garza 
said 
Monday. 
Representatives of Sturm, 
Ruger & Co., based in Fair- 
field, Connecticut, did not 
immediately 
respond 
to 
email and phone messag- 
es Monday. 
The wrongful death law- 
suits are similar to one filed 
against gun-maker Rem- 
ington by relatives of vic- 
tims of the 2012 Sandy Hook 
Elementary School shoot- 


ing that killed 20 children 
and six educators. That 
lawsuit led to a $73 million 
settlement with Remington 
last year. 
Gun makers are generally 
shielded from liability under 
a 2005 federal law, but an 
exception allows lawsuits 
over firearms marketing. 
The gunman in the March 
22, 2021, shooting at the 
King Soopers store in Boul- 
der legally bought the Ru- 
ger AR-556, investigators 
said. 
The six victims whose rela- 
tives are suing Sturm, Ru- 
ger & Co. were Suzanne 
Fountain, Neven Stanisic, 
Denny Stong, Lynn Mur- 
ray, Jody Waters and Kevin 
Mahoney.q

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More relatives of Colorado shooting victims sue Sturm Ruger

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — A 
female shooter wielding 
two 
“assault-style” 
rifles 
and a pistol killed three stu- 
dents and three adults at 
a private Christian school 
in Nashville on Monday 
in the latest in a series of 
mass shootings in a coun- 
try 
growing 
increasingly 
unnerved by bloodshed in 
schools. 
Police said they believe the 
28-year-old female shooter 
was a former student at The 
Covenant School, a Pres- 
byterian school founded 
in 2001. She also died after 
being shot by police and 
investigators were immedi- 
ately sent to her Nashville- 
area home. 
The attack at The Cov- 
enant School which has 
about 200 students from 
preschool 
through 
sixth 
grade, as well as roughly 
50 staff members comes 
as communities around the 
nation are reeling from a 
spate of school violence, 
including the massacre at 
an elementary school in 
Uvalde, Texas, last year; 
a first grader who shot his 
teacher in Virginia; and a 
shooting last week in Den- 
ver that wounded two ad- 
ministrators. 
“I was literally moved to 
tears to see this and the 
kids as they were being 


ushered out of the build- 
ing,” Metropolitan Nashville 
Police Chief John Drake 
said at an afternoon news 
conference. 
The identities of the de- 
ceased and the suspect 
have not been released. 
The shooter’s motive was 
also not immediately clear. 
President Joe Biden, speak- 
ing at an unrelated event 
at the White House on 
Monday, called the shoot- 
ing a “family’s worst night- 
mare” and implored Con- 
gress again to pass a ban 
on certain semi-automatic 
weapons. 


“It’s ripping at the soul of 
this nation, ripping at the 
very soul of this nation,” 
Biden said. 
The suspect’s identity as 
a woman surprised ex- 
perts on mass shootings. 
Female shooters make up 
only about 5% to 8% of all 
mass shooters, said Adam 
Lankford, a criminal justice 
professor at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama who has 
closely studied the psychol- 
ogy and behavior of mass 
shooters. Researchers be- 
lieve there are three main 
explanations for why men 
commit 
more 
shootings 


than women, according to 
Jonathan Metzl, a professor 
of sociology and psychiatry 
at Vanderbilt University who 
has studied mass shootings 
for more than a decade. 
Metzl listed those explana- 
tions as: Men have more 
testosterone, are socialized 
to be engaged in violence 
and own more guns than 
women. “There is some 
story we don’t know here,” 
Metzl said of the suspected 
female shooter in Nash- 
ville. “From school shoot- 
ings historically, very often 
we think that people have 
some historical connection 


or emotional connection to 
the school. There’s an un- 
told story here.” 
Monday’s tragedy unfold- 
ed over roughly 14 minutes. 
Police received the initial 
call about an active shoot- 
er at 10:13 a.m. 
Officers 
began 
clearing 
the first story of the school 
when they heard gunshots 
coming from the second 
level, police spokesperson 
Don Aaron said during a 
news briefing. 
Two officers from a five- 
member team opened fire 
in response, fatally shoot- 
ing the suspect at 10:27 
a.m., Aaron said. He said 
there were no police of- 
ficers present or assigned 
to the school at the time of 
the shooting because it is a 
church-run school. 
The 
Covenant 
School’s 
victims were pronounced 
dead at the Monroe Carell 
Jr. Children’s Hospital and 
Vanderbilt University Medi- 
cal Center. One officer 
had a hand wound from 
cut glass. Other students 
walked to safety Monday, 
holding hands as they left 
their school surrounded by 
police cars, to a nearby 
church to be reunited with 
their parents. 
Rachel Dibble, who was 
at the church as families 
reunited 
in 
the 
nearby 
church, 
described 
the 
scene as everyone being in 
“complete shock.” q 


\WYNDMERE, N.D. (AP) — A 
Canadian Pacific train de- 
railed in rural North Dakota 
Sunday night and spilled 
hazardous materials. But lo- 
cal authorities and the rail- 
road said there is no threat 
to public safety. 
There were no injuries and 
no fire associated with 
the derailment, which oc- 
curred in a rural area out- 
side Wyndmere, a town of 
several hundred people 
about 60 miles (97 kilome- 
ters) southwest of Fargo.

said 31 of the 70 cars on the 
train left the tracks around 
11:15 p.m. Sunday, and 
some of the cars leaked liq- 
uid asphalt. 
But there are no waterways 
near where the derailment 
happened. 
The railroad’s hazardous 
materials experts are work- 
ing with local first respond- 
ers to clean up the spill. 
Several roads in the area 
were shut down. 
It wasn’t immediately clear 
what caused the derail- 
ment or exactly how much 
liquid asphalt spilled. 


Railroad safety has been in 
the spotlight nationally ever 
since last month’s fiery de- 
railment of a Norfolk South- 
ern train near East Pales- 
tine, Ohio. Roughly half of 
that town of about 5,000 
people near the Pennsyl- 
vania border had to be 
evacuated after officials 
decided to release and 
burn toxic chemicals.

land have switched to 
daylight saving time and 
moved their clocks one 
hour forward this weekend 
for the very last time.

untouched 
come autumn when day-

saving

ends. 
While Europe and the U.S. 
debates whether to stick to 
the twice-yearly practice, 
Greenland - a vast Danish 
semi-independent territory 
in the Arctic - has resolved 
to perennially remain only 


three hours behind Copen- 
hagen and most other Eu- 
ropean countries instead 
of four. Greenland’s par- 
liament, Inatsisartut, voted 
to stick to daylight saving 
time year-round on Nov. 24 
last year. Officials say it will 
give Greenlanders another 
hour of daylight in the af- 
ternoons and more time 
to do business with Europe 
and farther afield. 
“The shift of time zone marks 
an exciting new beginning, 
an equal connection to 
North America and Europe, 
and an opportunity to slow

in

fast-paced 


world,” Visit Greenland, the 
local government’s tourism 
office said in a statement. 
Geographically, 
sparsely 
populated Greenland be- 
longs to the North Ameri- 
can continent but geopo- 
litically, it is in Europe. 
Greenland is part the Dan- 
ish Realm and its southern- 
most tip is more than 3,200

miles) west of Copenha- 
gen.

LONDON (AP) — Scotland’s 
governing party elected 
Humza Yousaf as its new 
leader on Monday, making 
him the first person of color 
and the first Muslim to lead 
the country of 5.5 million 
people. 
Yousaf narrowly defeated 
rival Kate Forbes after a 
bruising 
five-week 
con- 
test that exposed deep 
fractures within the pro-in- 
dependence Scottish Na- 
tional Party as it faces an 
impasse in its quest to take 
Scotland out of the United 
Kingdom. 
The 37-year-old Glasgow- 
born son of South Asian 
immigrants is set to be con- 
firmed as first minister dur- 
ing a session of the Scottish 
parliament in Edinburgh on 
Tuesday. 
Yousaf, who currently is 
Scotland’s health minister, 
beat two other Scottish 
lawmakers in a contest to 
replace First Minister Nicola 
Sturgeon. She unexpect- 
edly stepped down last 
month after eight years as 
leader of the party and of 
Scotland’s 
semi-autono- 
mous government. 
SNP members chose Yousaf 
over Scottish finance min- 
ister Forbes by a margin 
of 52% to 48%, after third- 
placed candidate Ash Re- 
gan was eliminated in a first 
vote. Turnout among the 
72,000 members was 70%. 
Yousaf faces the challenge 


of uniting the SNP and re- 
energizing the stalled inde- 
pendence campaign. 
“Just as I will lead the SNP 
in the interests of all party 
members, not just those 
who voted for me, so I will 
lead Scotland in the in- 
terests of all our citizens 
whatever your political al- 
legiance,” he said in an 
acceptance speech at Ed- 
inburgh’s Murrayfield rugby 
stadium. 
“They couldn’t have imag- 
ined, in their wildest dreams, 
that two generations later 
their grandson would one 
day be Scotland’s first min- 
ister,” he said. “We should 
all take pride in the fact 
that today we have sent 


a clear message: that your 
color of skin, your faith, is 
not a barrier to leading the 
country we all call home.” 
Yousaf is widely seen as a 
“continuity Sturgeon” can- 
didate who shares the out- 
going leader’s liberal social 
views. 
A formidable leader who 
led the SNP to a dominant 
position in Scottish politics, 
Sturgeon failed in her aim 
of taking Scotland out of 
the U.K. and divided the 
party with a contentious 
transgender rights law. 
The three candidates to 
succeed her shared the 
goal 
of 
independence, 
but differed in their eco- 
nomic and social visions 


for Scotland. Forbes, 32, is 
an evangelical Christian 
who has been criticized for 
saying that her faith would 
have prevented her from 
voting in favor of allowing 
same-sex couples to wed, 
had she been a lawmaker 
when Scotland legalized 
gay marriage in 2014. 
Both Forbes and 49-year- 
old Regan opposed leg- 
islation 
championed 
by 
Sturgeon to make it easier 
for people in Scotland to le- 
gally change their gender. 
The gender recognition bill 
has been hailed as a land- 
mark piece of legislation by 
transgender rights activists, 
but faced opposition from 
some SNP members who 


said it ignored the need to 
protect single-sex spaces 
for women, such as domes- 
tic violence shelters and 
rape crisis centers. 
Yousaf has promised to 
push forward with the bill, 
which has been passed by 
the Scottish parliament but 
blocked by the U.K. gov- 
ernment. 
The SNP holds 64 of the 
129 seats in the Scottish 
parliament and governs 
in coalition with the much 
smaller Greens. The smaller 
party had warned it might 
quit the coalition if the 
SNP elected a leader that 
doesn’t share its progres- 
sive views meaning a vic- 
tory by Forbes or Regan 
could have splintered the 
government. 
That split has been avoided, 
but the pro-independence 
campaign remains adrift. 
Scottish voters backed re- 
maining in the U.K. in a 2014 
referendum that was billed 
as a once-in-a-generation 
decision. 
The SNP wants a new vote, 
but the central govern- 
ment in London has refused 
to authorize one, and the 
U.K. Supreme Court has 
ruled that Scotland can’t 
hold one without London’s 
consent.

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SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 
— An environmental group 
filed a lawsuit Monday ac- 
cusing the U.S. government 


of failing to protect 12 en- 
dangered 
coral 
species 
across the Caribbean and 
the Pacific Ocean that 


have been decimated by 
warming waters, pollution 
and overfishing. 
The Arizona-based Center 
for Biological Diversity said 
it filed the lawsuit against 
the National Marine Fisher- 
ies Service more than two 
years after the agency 
proposed to protect more 
than 6,000 square miles 
worth of coral habitat but 
never did so. 
The critical habitat desig- 
nation would cover 5,900 
square miles off Puerto 
Rico, the U.S. Virgin Islands, 
Florida and the northwest- 
ern Gulf of Mexico. It also 
would cover 230 square 
miles around islands includ- 
ing Guam and American 
Samoa in the Pacific. 
Such a designation could 


improve water quality in 
the coastal zone, limit ex- 
cessive fishing and protect 
spawning 
grounds, 
ac- 
cording to the environmen- 
tal group, which said “ab- 
sent bold and immediate 
action” coral reefs world- 
wide could collapse over 
the coming century. 
A spokeswoman for the 
National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric 
Administration 
Fisheries said the agency 
does not comment on liti- 
gation. 
The Caribbean has five en- 
dangered species of coral, 
including the mountainous 
star coral, which is largely 
brown 
with 
fluorescent 
green streaks, and the pil- 
lar coral, which was moved 
from vulnerable to the en- 


dangered category in De- 
cember. The other seven 
endangered species in the 
Pacific include the acro- 
pora jacquelineae, which 
resembles a flat plate that 
can grow up to three feet 
(1 meter) long. 
Corals worldwide have suf- 
fered die-offs from pollu- 
tion, diseases, acidification, 
over-fishing and an event 
known as “coral bleach- 
ing,” which is caused by 
warming oceans as a result 
of climate change. 
Overall, 23 coral species, 
which are the building 
blocks of reefs, are listed 
as endangered and six as 
critically endangered, ac- 
cording to the International 
Union for Conservation of 
Nature.q

review their policies toward 
Libya. 
The findings come in an ex- 
tensive new report, based 
on interviews with hun- 
dreds of people, including 
migrants 
and 
witnesses, 
that wraps up a fact-find- 
ing mission created nearly 
three years ago to investi- 
gate rights violations and 
abuses in the North African 
country. The mission shared 
its findings with the Interna- 
tional Criminal Court. 
Oil-rich but largely lawless 
Libya has in recent years 
emerged as the dominant 
transit point for migrants 


seeking a better quality 
of life in Europe. A ctivists 
have long decried horrible 
conditions faced by mi- 
grants who were trafficked 
and smuggled across the 
Mediterranean. Spokesper- 
sons for the government in 
the capital of Tripoli, which 
works in western Libya, and 
the forces of a powerful 
commander that controls 
eastern and southern Lib- 
ya, were not immediately 


available for comment. 
The 
investigators 
found 
“reasonable 
grounds 
to 
believe that crimes against 
humanity were committed 
against Libyans and mi- 
grants throughout Libya,” 
said Mohamed Auajjar, the 
head of the fact-finding 
mission. Speaking in Ara- 
bic through a translator at 
a news conference in Ge- 
neva, he said his team un- 
earthed “numerous cases 


of arbitrary detention, mur- 
der, torture, rape, enslave- 
ment, sexual enslavement 
and enforced disappear- 
ance.” 
The Libyan coast guard, 
which has received training 
and equipment from the 
EU, has worked “in close 
coordination” with traffick- 
ing networks in Libya, the 
report said. 
The “wide-scale exploita- 
tion of vulnerable, irregu- 


lar migrants” churned up 
“significant revenue” that 
spurred continued rights 
violations, it said. 
“The support given by the 
EU to the Libyan coast 
guard in terms of pull- 
backs, pushbacks, (and) in- 
terceptions led to violations 
of certain human rights,” 
said investigator Chaloka 
Beyani. “You can’t push 
back people to areas that 
are unsafe, and the Libyan 
waters are unsafe for the 
embarkation of migrants.” 
He said the European bloc 
and 
its 
member 
states 
weren’t found to be re- 
sponsible for war crimes, 
but “the support given has 
aided and abetted the 
commission of the crimes.” 
European 
Commission 
spokesman 
Peter 
Stano 
told reporters Monday that 
the EU did not fund the Lib- 
yan coast guard “nor any 
other entity in Libya,” add- 
ing that the EU assistance 
was meant to “improve 
their performance.” “We 
are providing assistance 
to 
help 
them 
improve 
their performance when it 
comes to search and res- 
cue, be it with vessels, be 
it with equipment, or previ- 
ously training with a focus 
exactly on human rights,” 
he said.q

U.S. lawsuit seeks to protect habitat of endangered corals 
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First flight from London Gatwick Airport arrives in Aruba 


(Oranjestad)—Yesterday 
afternoon, the first direct 
flight from British Airways 
arrived from London. This 
marks the beginning of 
weekly direct flights be- 
tween Aruba and London, 
which will hopefully help 
the island’s tourist market 
grow. 


The minister of Tourism and 
Health, Dangui Oduber, 
has indicated in a press re- 
lease that the airline will be 
conducting 2 flights every 
week that will depart from 
London 
Gatwick 
Airport 
(LGW) Thursday and Sun- 
day. 


In the press release, he also 
stated that he is convinced 
that this new flight will give 
tourism on Aruba a further 
boost, not only because of 


the extra visitors that will be 
arriving from England every 
week, but also because 
this can expand the Great 
Britain’s market for Aruba 
as a destination. “The tour- 
ists that arrive are relatively 
wealthy, and so they are 
more likely to invest more in 
product Aruba.” 


During the official inaugural 
ceremony of the first flight 
from London, they per- 
formed the symbolic act of 
cutting the ribbon so as to 
welcome the airline and all 
its passengers visiting Aru- 
ba. This act of cutting the 
ribbon was performed by 
the minister of Culture and 
Finance, Xiomara Maduro, 
who was at the ceremony 
representing Prime Minister 
Evelyn Wever-Croes. 


During her speech, Minister 
Maduro ratified that this is 
an important achievement 
that will open the doors 
to newer opportunities for 
Aruba’s economic devel- 
opment. In addition, this 
will also boost the tourism 
industry for the island. 


“Having a flight from Lon- 
don Gatwick Airport allows 
another door to open for 
Aruba in Europe, which will 
in turn allow us to connect 
with other parts of the con- 
tinent.

Planets on parade: 5 will be lined up 
in night sky this week

NEW YORK (AP) — Keep 
an eye to the sky this 
week for a chance to see 
a planetary hangout. 
Five planets — Mercury, 
Jupiter, 
Venus, 
Uranus 
and Mars — will line up 
near the moon. 
WHERE AND WHEN CAN 
YOU SEE THEM? 
The best day to catch the 
whole group is Tuesday. 
You'll want to look to the 
western horizon right after 
sunset, said NASA astron- 
omer Bill Cooke. 
The planets will stretch 
from the horizon line to 
around halfway up the 
night sky. But don't be 
late: Mercury and Jupiter 
will quickly dip below the 
horizon around half an 
hour after sunset. 
The 
five-planet 
spread 
can be seen from any- 
where on Earth, as long as 
you have clear skies and 
a view of the west. 
"That's the beauty of these 
planetary 
alignments. 
It doesn't take much," 
Cooke said. 
DO I NEED BINOCULARS? 
Maybe. 
Jupiter, 
Venus 
and Mars will all be pret- 
ty easy to see since they 


shine brightly, Cooke said. 
Venus will be one of the 
brightest things in the sky, 
and Mars will be hang- 
ing out near the moon 
with a reddish glow. Mer- 
cury and Uranus could 
be trickier to spot, since 
they will be dimmer. You'll 
probably need to grab a 
pair of binoculars. 
If you're a "planet collec- 
tor," it's a rare chance to 
spot Uranus, which usually 
isn't visible, Cooke said. 
Look out for its green glow 


just above Venus. 
DOES THIS HAPPEN OFTEN? 
Different 
numbers 
and 
groups of planets line up 
in the sky from time to 
time. There was a five- 
planet lineup last summer 
and there's another one 
in June, with a slightly dif- 
ferent makeup. 
This kind of alignment 
happens when the plan- 
ets' orbits line them up 
on one side of the sun 
from Earth's perspective, 
Cooke said.q

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History of fishing in Aruba 


ORANJESTAD — Fishing has 
been a family tradition for 
ages in Aruba. Our ances- 
tors used to fish for a living. 
Even 
though 
nowadays 
you don’t see them often 
we still have some passion- 
ate fishermen on the island 
that go out every day in 
search for fish to feed their 
families and serve our local 
market. One of these fish- 
erman is Gregory Wernet. 
The 
so-called 
Continen- 
tal Bank between Aruba 
and the opposite coast 
reaches a depth of about 
650 feet. The sea is very rich 
in fish here. Since the time 
of the indigenous native 
people fish and other sea 
creatures such as turtles, 
octopus squids, conch and 
many type of crustaceans 
have formed a means of 
subsistence for the native 
Aruban inhabitants. Espe- 
cially along the west coast 
of the island where the 
fishing grounds are settle- 


ments of fishermen. Until 
the arrival of the oil -indus- 
try Aruban fishermen could 
supply Aruba’s wants. 
As a source of income, 
however, fishing did not 
amount too much. In the 
beginning of the 1900’s 
approximately 160 peo- 
ple earn their living in this 
branch of this industry. 
Rancho, which stands for 
a shed, nowadays east 
Oranjestad, was the head 
quarter and remains the 
fishermen’s settlement. Sa- 
vaneta, Noord, Santa Cruz 
all had their fishermen’s vil- 
lages. At a rough estimate 
there were about a hun- 
dred small fishing boats 
during that time. 


The Arubans were mainly 
engaged in coastal fishing, 
using rowing-boats or small 
sailing-boats, and lines or 
dragnets and canisters in 
shallow water. When fish- 
ing with deep-sea lines just 
over the bottom of the sea 


the boat is kept in place by 
means of a piece of rock 
serving as an anchor. The 
two most important species 
of fish by far caught in this 
manner are the pargo or 
red snappers and a variety 
of groupers like the mero, 
jeanpao and the wowo di 
boyo. 


Cruising off the coast the 
Aruban fisherman patient- 
ly waits for a fish willing to 
snap at the bait on the 
drag-line, in nets and traps. 
Veritable giants are some- 
times caught. Barracudas 
weigh from 9 to 44 pounds 
and measure from 3 to al- 
most 7 feet. The king-fish 
has a weight from 22 to 44 
pounds; the moclat may 
tip the scales at 155, whilst 
garfish, having a length of 
nine feet, weigh over 132 


pounds. 


Most fish caught is used 
for their own consumption, 
to feed their families and 
some are being sold in the 
market to local restaurants. 
Fisherman Gregory Wernet 
Gregory Wernet is a well- 
known fisherman from San- 
ta Cruz. His father taught 
him fishing when he was 
a small child. Gregory has 
two sons, Jordan and Jor- 
danny, which he taught 
fishing too, when they were 
only 3 years old and he 
takes them fishing with him. 
Fishing has been a fam- 
ily tradition for quite a long 
time and even his grand- 
son Willvion of 7 years old 
is following his grandfather 
steps. This is the sixth gen- 
eration of fishermen in their 
family. 


They go deep sea fishing. 
There they catch red snap- 
per, grouper and amber- 
jack. They usually fish for 
15 hours a day, but now 
due to the covid-19 mea- 
surements they go fishing 
from 5 in the morning until 
8 o’clock at night or even 
sometimes from 8 at night 
till 5 in the morning. The 
day before they prepare 
all their fishing tools such as 
the Lines, lures, spears, and 
load their boat with fishing 
reels, batteries, fill the gaso- 
line tank, lights and some 
food and beverages. For 
bait he uses sardines, squid 
and the small fish known 
in Aruba as piskechi. The 
have two boats they use 
for fishing. ‘Virgen del Val- 
le’ which is parked at the 
pier by the Seaport and 
‘Padrot’ which they have 
at home. 


The fish they catch they 
take home to their families 
and they also sell it to their 
clients. Gregory is proud to 
be a fisherman. It is a hon- 
est and humble job but 
with it he is able to feed 
his family even during hard 
times. It is a very dangerous 
job and you have to spend 
many hours on the sea, 
waiting patiently and risk- 
ing your life while fighting a 
big fish and big waves but 
the adrenaline it brings with 
it but also just sitting there 
listening to the sound of the 
waves and enjoying the 
marvelous view that nature 
has to offer is all worth it.

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Don’t forget to visit Aruba’s famous Red Anchor 


At the south east coast of the is- 
land, standing alone on a wind- 
swept and barren land stands 
a popular Aruba landmark – a 
large anchor. It overlooks the 
sea just beyond, watching over 
the shipping lanes. It stands 
there in memory and in honor of 
all seamen who have lost their 
life at sea. 


Where to Find the Anchor? 
The anchor is a “must see” land- 
mark when you visit Aruba. It is 
among the most photographed 
historical landmarks for the is- 
land. You want to make sure 
you add this stop on your itiner- 
ary when your visiting the south 
coast of Aruba. The bright red 
anchor against the backdrop of 
the deep blue Caribbean sea 
and the azure blue skies, make 
a great backdrop for your vaca- 
tion pictures. 


The anchor is located at the en- 
trance to Gate 6 to the former 
Lago Colony. It is on the outskirts 
of Seroe Colorado, on the south 
east point of the island at the “T” 
junction to Baby Beach. 
Depending on where you are 
staying on the island, follow the 
signs that indicate the way to 
Baby Beach. Once you reach 
the T-junction, it will be right in 
front of you. 


About the Anchor 
Size 


It will be hard to miss the anchor, 
it’s huge! The anchor that weighs 
21,772 kilos, is approximately 10 
feet 6 inches wide and 15 feet, 6 
inches tall. 
On the anchor there are some 
numbers. The 4112 and 4115, 
which are believed to be the 
serial numbers that refer to the 
“fluke” or horizontal and vertical 
parts of the anchor, respective- 
ly. The number 21772K refers to 
the weight of the anchor in kilos. 
This type of anchor was manu- 
factured by Hoesch Dortmund 
Horde, at a foundry located in 
Germany. 


Where did the Anchor Come 
From? 
There are a number of stories 
as to the origins of the anchor, 
which one do you think it was? 
(Unfortunately the mystery has 
never been solved, so your 
imagination can pick which one 
you think it might be!) 


Story 1: 
“According to Mr. Manuel M. 
Curiel, an ex-Lago Tug Captain, 
a fully laden VLCC (Very Large 
Crude Carrier) was seeking a 
mooring at the 15-mile anchor- 
age, known as Bara, on the 
southern part of the island. This 
is the usual shallow mooring lo- 
cation for ships awaiting orders, 
etc. The weather was rough with 
strong current. The normal pro- 
cedure is that they would walk 


out three shackles (about 90 
feet) until the anchor touches 
the bottom while the chain must 
rest on the bottom. Subsequent- 
ly, they will walk out some extra 
shackles and when the ship starts 
to swing or lean on one side, the 
anchor is properly set. Because 
of the rough weather, unfortu- 
nately they did not get the time 
to walk out the extra tackles and 
because of the tension exerted 
on the winch, it broke, and they 
lost the anchor and its chain.“ 


Story 2: 
“Mr. Curiel also said that at one 
time a small tanker with a Ko- 
rean crew, while lifting their an- 
chor also lifted another anchor 
near the inner harbor. When 
the ship asked for assistance, he 
went with his tugboat along with 
a barge, to help. But eventually 
they had to cut the chain and 
let the anchor go to the bottom 
because they could not untan- 
gle them. ” 


How Did The Anchor Become a 
Landmark? 
Sometime between 1980 and 
1985, three gentlemen (Mr. Wim 
Martinus – the Harbormaster of 
Aruba; Mr. August Genser – the 
ex-Division 
Superintendent 
of 
Lago’s Laboratory; and Mr. Wil- 
lie Davis – Owner of Filtec at Zee- 
wijk in San Nicolas), were having 
a conversation with Mr. Charlie 
Brouns Jr. at his famous Charlie’s 


Bar and Restaurant in San Nico- 
las. Charlie, who was a visionary 
and had dreams for developing 
the San Nicolas area, told these 
gentlemen that he would like to 
come up with something inno- 
vative for the San Nicolas area 
to draw tourism to the area. 


The “anchor”, which at that time 
was being stored at the Oranjes- 
tad harbor, was suggested as an 
option. Charlie liked the idea! He 
then contacted the President of 
Lago for permission to acquire 
the anchor. He was granted per- 
mission and the anchor was then 
relocated to its present location 
and dedicated “To All Seamen” 
on the occasion of the closing of 
the Lago Oil Refinery on March 
31, 1985. 


Through the Years 
Through the years the Anchor 
was slowly weathering from the 
wind and salt. As time passed, 
sadly the origin and purpose of 
the anchor slowly faded away 
from people’s memories. 


After Charles Brouns Jr died on 
September 15, 2004, his friend 
Mr. Sam Speziale, requested as- 
sistance from the management 
of Valero Aruba Refinery to help 
maintain the monument. The 
Valero Aruba Refinery, gracious- 
ly sandblasted and painted the 
anchor and poured a concrete 
pad around it. On April 17, 2005, 
the anchor monument was re- 
dedicated “To All Seamen” in a 
formal ceremony in memory of 
Charles Brouns Jr. 


Today, the anchor stands both 
as memorial to all seaman who 
have lost their lives at sea, but 
also as a silent reminder that Se- 
roe Colorado is part of San Nico- 
las and that San Nicolas is still a 
vibrant and important part of 
the island of Aruba. 


The Best Time to Visit 
When your planning your visit to 
the south end of the island, you 
will want to include in your itiner- 
ary the many things to see and 
do there. The anchor will be just 
one of these stops, (keep an eye 
out for our future editions, we 
publish our recommendations!). 


With that being said, I have to 
say, if you enjoy catching a sun- 
rise, the anchor is one of the best 
places on the island to catch the 
sunrise. But in reality, anytime is a 
good time to visit, depending on 
your personal schedule.q

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — Chipotle Mexican Grill has 
agreed to pay $240,000 to former employees as part of 
a settlement stemming from a complaint that the com- 
pany violated federal law by closing a restaurant where 
workers wanted to unionize. 
Chipotle announced it was permanently closing its Au- 
gusta, Maine, location last year after workers filed a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board petition for a union election. 
The NLRB later said the closure was illegal. 
The Maine location was the first in the chain to file a union 
petition. The settlement, released by union officials on 
Monday, states that two dozen employees will receive 
payments from Chipotle and they will be placed on a 
preferential hiring list for other Maine locations. 
The company must also post a notice in dozens of stores 
in New England that it won’t close stores or discriminate 
against employees due to union support, the settlement 
states. 
“It sends a message to corporations that shutting down 
a store and blackballing workers didn’t work for Chipotle 
and it won’t work for them either,” said Brandi McNease, 
a former employee of the Augusta store and the lead or- 
ganizer of the union drive, in a statement provided by the 
Maine AFL-CIO. 
Chipotle said in a statement that it settled the lawsuit be- 
cause fighting it would have been burdensome and ex- 
pensive. The company respects “our employees’ rights to 
organize under the National Labor Relations Act” and is 
“committed to ensuring a fair and just work environment 
that provides opportunities to all,” said Laurie Schalow, 
chief corporate affairs officer for the company, in a state- 
ment. 
“We settled this case not because we did anything 
wrong, but because the time, energy and cost to litigate 
would have far outweighed the settlement agreement,” 
Schalow said.q

In the U.S., we’ve mostly 
moved on from our military 
engagements in Vietnam, 
Iraq and Afghanistan. It’s 
the American way — not 
dwelling on our mistakes or 
engaging in a national dis- 
cussion about what went 
wrong. 
And atonement? We don’t 
do that. 
But two American Vietnam 
vets thought differently and 
became our national con- 
science, our moral center 
and our agents of redemp- 
tion in dealing with the 
fearsome toll that herbicide 
spraying and unexploded 
bombs inflicted on tens of 
thousands of Vietnamese. 


Manus Campbell, a Ma- 
rine from New Jersey, and 
Chuck Searcy, an Army 
intelligence analyst from 
Georgia, have spent the 
past few decades in Viet- 
nam leading efforts to heal 
the hundreds of thousands 
of Vietnamese still suffering 
from war wounds or dis- 
eases linked to herbicide 
exposure. 
Thanks to Campbell, Searcy 
and a small group of scien- 
tists and others, the U.S. and 
others are providing the re- 
sources to help find unex- 
ploded bombs and treat 
Vietnamese struggling with 
diseases likely linked to her- 
bicide exposure. 
George Black’s reporting 
for “The Long Reckoning” is 
deep and wide — he made 
nine trips to Vietnam and 
the result is a meticulously 
reported, 
extraordinary 


account of efforts, mostly 
Searcy’s and Campbell’s, 
to bring medical care in 
an area most severely af- 
fected by herbicides the 
U.S. military used in Viet- 
nam in an effort to expose 
the maze of roads and trails 
the North Vietnamese used 
to move weapons and sup- 
plies to the south.

nam War. In these books, 
the stages and characters 
are different, but the end 
remains mostly the same. 
America clung to the belief 
that its overwhelming mili- 
tary power could bend a 
people to its will. 
It could not and in the si- 
lence when the shooting 
and bombing finally end- 
ed, Vietnamese confront- 
ed a nation in ruins. Millions 
had been killed or wound- 


ed, cities and towns were 
wrecked 
and 
hundreds 
of square miles had been 
defoliated 
by 
herbicide 
spray that polluted water 
supplies and likely caused 
severe and lingering health 
problems. 
This book, however, offers 
an inspiring epilog to the 
Vietnam tragedy. 
“I thought we had a moral 
obligation to help,” said 
Searcy. “I wanted to par- 
ticipate in the rebuilding.” 
So did Campbell; both men 
have spent most of the 
past few decades in Viet- 
nam, focusing on getting 
assistance for the millions 
of Vietnamese still suffering 
from the war’s chemical 
and explosive legacy. 
Searcy says he has been 
overwhelmed by the gra- 
ciousness of the Vietnam- 
ese, and particularly former

Pat Houston, the executor 


of Whitney Houston’s es- 
tate, said she’s excited for 
listeners to hear the six-time 
Grammy-winner’s message 
of hope and faith and the 
influential mark gospel mu- 
sic had on her life and ca- 
reer through both projects, 
which both were released 


Friday last week. The docu- 
mentary, hosted by CeCe 
Winans, aired on UPtv and 
AspireTV and will be avail- 
able on DVD. 
The singer’s 14-track album 
features several tunes from 
notable 
soundtracks 
in- 
cluding “Jesus Loves Me” 


from “The Bodyguard,” “His 
Eye Is on the Sparrow” from 
“Sparkle” along with “I Go 
to the Rock” and “Joy to the 
World” from “The Preach- 
er’s Wife” soundtrack – the 
best-selling gospel album 
of all time. 
The project also includes six 


unreleased tracks – three of 
which (“He Can Use Me,” “I 
Found a Wonderful Way” 
and “Testimony”) were re- 
corded when she was 17 
years old. 
“You heard the innocence 
of her voice,” said Pat 
Houston.

Whitney Houston first start- 
ed singing at the New Hope 
Baptist Church in Newark, 
New Jersey, as a child.

Lamar Jackson said Mon- 
day he has requested a 
trade from the Baltimore 
Ravens, saying the team 
“has not been interested in 
meeting my value.” 
In a series of tweets, the 
star quarterback said he 
requested a trade as of 
March 2. On March 7, the 
Ravens put the nonexclu- 
sive franchise tag on Jack- 
son and said they were still 
hopeful they could reach a 
long-term deal with him. 
“As of March 2nd I re- 
quested a trade from the 
Ravens 
organization 
for 
which the Ravens has not 
been interested in meeting 
my value,” Jackson said on 
Twitter. “Any and everyone 
that’s has met me or been 
around me know I love the 
game of football and my 
dream is to help a team 
win the super bowl.” 
Jackson may not need a 
trade to join a new team. 
The nonexclusive franchise 
tag allows him to negoti- 
ate with other clubs. How- 
ever, it also gives Baltimore 
a chance to match any 
agreement he makes. The 
decision to make the trade 


request public may be an 
attempt to deter the Ra- 
vens from matching an- 
other team’s offer or an 
attempt to spur more inter- 
est among other teams by 
declaring that he wants out 
of Baltimore. 
If Jackson makes a deal 
with another team and the 
Ravens don’t match, that 


team would owe Baltimore 
two first-round draft picks. 
Ravens coach John Har- 
baugh spoke extensively 
about Jackson on Mon- 
day at the league’s owners 
meetings in Phoenix. 
“I haven’t seen the tweet. 
That’s an ongoing process,” 
Harbaugh said. “I’m follow- 
ing it very closely, just like 


everybody else is here, and 
looking forward to a resolu- 
tion. I’m excited, thinking 
about Lamar all the time, 
thinking about him as our 
quarterback. We’re build- 
ing our offense around that 
idea.” 
Jackson was the 2019 NFL 
MVP. His passing and run- 
ning ability make him one 


of the game’s biggest stars. 
At age 25, he already is 
one of six quarterbacks in 
NFL history with 10,000 yards 
passing and 4,000 rushing. 
Jackson has been hurt at 
the end of the past two 
seasons, and the Ravens 
haven’t reached the AFC 
championship game with 
him. If he remains with Balti- 
more, he’ll have a new co- 
ordinator. The Ravens hired 
Georgia’s Todd Monken for 
that position after the end 
of last season. 
Harbaugh said he antici- 
pates Jackson being Balti- 
more’s quarterback at the 
start of next season. 
“You’ve got to plan for 
all the contingencies for 
sure,” Harbaugh said. “But 
I’m pretty fired up about 
Lamar Jackson. I mean, 
Lamar Jackson is a great 
player. Lamar came back 
in great shape last year. 
He’s fired up to play. That’s 
the Lamar that I’m looking 
forward to seeing. 
Can’t wait to get back on 
the grass and go to work, 
and I’m confident that’s 
going to happen.” 
Harbaugh tried to stay up- 
beat about the prospects 
of Jackson’s return.q

Alcaraz, Sabalenka advance to 4th round of Miami Open

Baseball has transformed 
in the 145 days since Dusty 
Baker and the Houston As- 
tros’ sealed up the fran- 
chise’s second title in six 
seasons. 
As New York Mets owner 
Steve Cohen dominated an 
offseason that saw billions 
spent, the sport braced for 
a new world that includes 
pitch clocks, bigger bases, 
limits on defensive shifts 
and pickoff throws, and 
an overarching attempt to 
reverse decades of length- 
ening games and the Ana- 
lytics Era domination of the 
Three True Outcomes strike- 
outs, walks and home runs. 
“Late-inning relievers more 
than anyone will have to 
figure some things out and 
make some adjustments,” 
Minnesota Twins manager 
Rocco Baldelli said. “Left- 
handed hitters, it’s going to 
help them, period.” 
Last year’s average game 
time was 3 hours, 4 minutes 
after the introduction of the 
PitchCom electronic de- 
vice to signal pitches, down 
from a record 3:10 in 2021. 
MLB’s average was 2:46 in 
2005 and 2:33 in 1981. A 
pitch clcck of 15 seconds 


with no runners and 20 
seconds with runners is de- 
signed to cut game times 
considerably. 
Higher pitch velocity and 
increased shifts led to the 
major league batting av- 
erage dropping to .243, its 
lowest since 1968. The only 
seasons with lower aver- 
ages were the record bot- 
tom of .237 in 1968 along 
with 1967 and the deal-ball 
era seasons of 1884, 1888 
and 1908. Over the objec- 
tions of players, the sport’s 
11-man competition com- 
mittee adopted a rule that 
two infielders are required 
to be on either side of sec- 
ond and all infielders to be 
within the outer bound- 
ary of the infield when the 
pitcher is on the rubber. 
Bases were increased from 
15-inch squares to 18x18, 
which shorten the distance 
by 4 1/2 inches and may 
lead to increased stolen 
bases. 
In spring training through 
Sunday, games time aver- 
aged 2:35 in a drop from 
3:01. Runs fell from 10.6 
per game to 10.2 and bat- 
ting average from .259 to 
.256, but batting average 
on balls in play rose to .325 
from .314 for lefty hitters 


while remaining .311 for 
righties. No player will be 
watched more closely this 
season than Shohei Ohtani, 
a two-way megastar in 
the final year under con- 
tract with the Los Angeles 
Angels. He and three-time 
MVP teammate Mike Trout 
have never played in a 
postseason game togeth- 
er. Ohtani has made it clear 
he wants to win. A taste of 
October might be needed 
to convince the Japanese 
sensation to remain with 
the franchise. 
Other storylines to watch 
include Aaron Judge’s as- 
cent to Yankee captaincy 
the first since Derek Jeter 
after his 62-homer season; 
Fernando Tatis Jr., set to 
return from a drug suspen- 
sio n April 20, teaming with 
Manny Machado to try 
leading the Padres to their 
first World Series title; and 
can Carlos Correa remain 
healthy with Minnesota af- 
ter San Francisco and the 
Mets backed out of deals 
with the All-Star shortstop? 
Five areas to focus on as 
the 2023 season starts Thurs- 
day: 
LEFT-HANDED HITTERS 
Batting average for left- 
handed hitters was .236 


last year, down from .254 in 
2016, when lefties were one 
point below the big league 
average. 
An early focus will be on 
which left-handed hitters 
benefit most from the new 
shift 
restrictions. 
Among 
those who could be helped 
are Corey Seager, Kyle 
Schwarber, Anthony Rizzo, 
Cody 
Bellinger, 
Rowdy 
Tellez and Yordan Alvarez. 
Teams still are allowed to 
position outfielders as they 
wish, so some managers 
may experiment with mov- 
ing the left fielder into short 
right with certain lefties at 
the plate. 
BASEBALL “BILLIONS” 
Cohen inspired the char- 
acter of Bobby Axelrod, 
who returns to Showtime’s 
“Billions” in season seven. 
Season three of the Mets 
under Cohen should be as 
interesting as the television 
drama. New York raised its 
payroll to a projected $370 
million and is set to shatter 
the record, set by the 2015 
Los Angeles Dodgers at 
$291 million, while also pay- 
ing a luxury tax on track to 
be $116 million. 
The Mets added Justin 
Verlander, José Quintana, 
Kodai Senga, David Rob- 


ertson and Omar Narváez 
while losing Jacob deGrom 
to Texas and re-signing Ed- 
win Díaz, Brandon Nimmo, 
Jeff McNeil and Adam Ot- 
tavino to big deals. Díaz 
already is out for the sea- 
son following a knee injury 
during the World Baseball 
Classic.”$300 million, which 
is still a lot of money, didn’t 
get us like it used to,” Co- 
hen said. 
OLD FACES IN NEW PLACES 
Verlander left the champi- 
on Astros for the Mets after 
winning his third Cy Young 
Award. 
Others on new teams in- 
clude 
deGrom 
(Texas), 
Trea Turner (Phillies), Xander 
Bogaerts (Padres), Carlos 
Rodón (Yankees), Dansby 
Swanson (Cubs) and Will- 
son Contreras (St. Louis). 
“The goal is to make 30-plus 
starts and I truly believe that 
I will be able to do that,” 
said deGrom, limited by in- 
juries to 26 starts during the 
past two years. 
NEW BOSSES 
Bruce Bochy (Texas), Matt 
Quatraro (Kansas City), Pe- 
dro Grifol (Chicago White 
Sox) and Skip Schumaker 
(Miami) are the four new 
managers among the 30 
teams, while interim tags 
were removed for Rob 
Thomson 
(Philadelphia), 
Phil Nevin (Los Angeles An- 
gels) and John Schneider 
(Toronto). 
“You do realize how much 
you miss it and how much 
fun so many different parts 
of the game bring to you,” 
said the 67-year-old Bochy, 
who led the San Francisco 
Giants to three World Series 
titles and left after 2019, his 
25th season as a big league 
manager. 
HOT KIDS 
Shortstop Anthony Volpe, 
just 21, made the Yan- 
kees opening day roster 
after playing 22 games at 
Triple-A. He joins a rookie 
class that includes Arizona 
outfielder Corbin Carroll, 
St. Louis outfielder Jordan 
Walker, Baltimore infielder 
Gunnar Henderson, White 
Sox outfielder Oscar Colás, 
Cleveland catcher Bo Nay- 
lor and Colorado infielder 
Ezequiel Tovar plus a pair of 
Japanese imports: Boston 
outfielder Masataka Yoshi- 
da and the Mets’ Senga.q
